We surrender much of our space 
this morning to the publication of 
the admirable address of Mr. Mebane, 
of Rockingham, upon the question of 
usury, in the House of Representa- 
tiveson Monday. The remarks of 
Mr. Mebane will well repay perusal 
by every one feelingthe least inter- 
est upon this question of so much im- 
portance to the people of North Car- 
olina. 

LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY.—In the 
Senate on yesterday the House bill 
to pay thecontractors of the Marion 
and Asheville Turnpike the sum of 
$8,644.22, for work done on said road 
under Legislative enactment, passed 
its third reading and is now a law. 
The bill to establish the new county 
of Cohara, out of portions of John- 
ston, Wayne and Sampson, failed to 
pass its third reading by a very deci- 
ded vote, the oppositiou evidencing 
the fact that the present Legislature 
will not make any more new coun- 
ties. Mr. Busbee introduced a bill 
relieving every active member of any 
fire company, bucket company or 
hook and ladder company from the 
payment of State, county and city 
poll taxes, and from all service as ju- 
rors in the Courts of this State. The 
Public Debt question was not con- 
sidered, but wili come upas the spe- 
cial order to-day at 1 o’clock.

Remarks ot W. N. Mebane, Kepre- 
sentative from HKockingham Coune 
ty, on Senate Bill No. —. in Reiae 
tien to Usury, Delivered in the 
House of Representatives Monday, 
february 15th, 1875. 


Mr. Speaker :-—The pending ques- 
tion, Iam aware, is the amendment 
offered by mysz¢lf, which provides 
that the proposed law shall not go 
into effect until March Ist, 1876; but 
confidently relying upon the courtesy 
of the friends of the measure, I de- 
sire to speak to the main question, as 
well, and not claim your attention a 
second time. 

Now, Mr. Speaker, I desire tomake 
known that it is with unassumed 
diffidence that I come forward to dis- 
cuss this great question of finance. 
I do not-rush forward as do some of 
those who advocate this measure—as 
doth the thoughtless horse into the 
battle, but in view of the fact that 
this issue would be presented, haye 
felt somewhat as I imagine Jonah did 
when commanded to go and preach 
to Nineveh. Bringing into play, 
however, that spirit which has ever 
governed me in all relations of life, 
the determination to first know my 
duty and then do it—the spirit which 
moved me as a soldier, not to court 
danger for danger’s sake, but to dare 
all dangers when duty called, I 
stand here this day after careful ex- 
amination, diligent research and con- 
scientious inquiry, to utter my voice 
against the passage of this bill. To 
those of my fellow members who 
have Jent a willing ear to the plausi- 
ble but delusive theories of the advo- 
cates of this measure, I am _ con- 
strained to quote that most beautiful 
specimen of the florid style of classic 

nglish, which is the text and moral 
of the legend it introduces: ‘Ye 
who listen with eredulity to the 
whispers of fancy, and pursue with 
eagerness the phantoms of hope, who 
expect that age will fulfil the promises 
of youth, or that the deficiency of the 
present day will be supplied by the 
morrow attend to the history of 
Raselas, prince of Abyssinia.”? Yet 
I might not have felt 1t necessary to 
have done more than record my vote 
as my expression of condemnation, 
but for the Knowledge forced upon 
me that to be silent was to be mis- 
represented in this matter. 

Note this in a late issue of a paper 
published in Greensboro: ‘Mr. 
Staples has reported from the majori- 
ty oi the Judiciary Committee of the 
House, a bill regulating interest and 
fixing the rate at six per cent., eight 
per cent per annum by contract. To 
take more than the lawful rate is 
made a misdemeanor, &c. Repre- 
sentative Mebane,from Rockingham, 
signed a minority report. He is in 
favor of LETTING CAPITALISTs charge 
as much as they please.’”? Now, Mr. 
Speaker, because I signed a minority 
report which was simply to this effect: 
“That this bill do not pass,” I am 
not willing that it be proclaimed to 
the world without contradiction that 
Iam here to legislate only for the 
benefit of capitalists, or that I am 
less a friend to the people, to the far- 
mers, to mv State, than the gentle- 
men from Guilford and Davidson, 
or other advocates of the bill. They 
are not more devoted worshippers at 
the shrine of Ceres than I; but I, 
claiming to bow at the shrine of 
Minerva, am willing to reeognize 
the powers andcunning of Minerva’s 
son, the God Mercurius, who rules 
the busy marts of trade, and desire 
that my patriotism may be directed 
by that wisdom which does not shut 
its eyes to the light of past experien- 
ces, its ear to the suggestion of sober 
reason, nor heediessly turns its back 
upon the array of facts and circum- 
< op which make up the situa- 
tion. 

My position upon Usury Laws, at 
present, isthis. Let the present law 
alone, and donot tinker with that 
you can not mend, and for reasons 
asign : 

I. The present law in working for- 
feiture of interest only, adapts itself 
to the National Bank system, and 
exactly conforms in that particular to 
section 30 of the National Bank Act, 
and wisely, for it isa recognition of 
the fact which all reasonable think- 
ing men must admit; that this Na- 
tional Bank system is ‘‘un-fait ac- 
compli’’—fixed and established, a 
system that has taken deep root in 
the financial economy of the nation, 
is sustained by the United States 
Supreme Court, is fostered by Con- 
gress, is cherished by the govern- 
ment as one of the most potent in- 
strumentalities by which the Union 
was preserved (for itis the safety 
valve for greenback currency and 
government bonds) and in a word, it 
isasystem made sure, net only by 
the necessities, but by the patriotic 
sentiment of that portion of the 
nation which ‘‘nolens volens’’? con- 
trols its destinies. 

This view issupported not only by 
common sense, but by recent decis- 
ions of the highest tribunals of Mas- 
sachusetts and Ohio, stablishing the 
doctrine that the States eannot im- 

air or interfere with the National 
3ank system; and without attempt- 
ing to elaborate the reasoning of those 
decisions, because Lliaiduty been 
already performed by the gentleman 
from Wake and others, I leave it to 
members to draw for themselves 
from the discussions had upou these 
law points, a fair inference as to what 
will be the rulings on the proposed 
law in our State. 

2d. The present Iaw as to the rate 
prescribed, is a legisiative expression 
of what isa proper rate to be charged 
and paid, and indeed that rate which 
the experiences of men will teach 
them to be the highest consistent 
with sound, profitable trade and ad- 
venture in any continued legitimate 
enterprise. Itis a rule fixed for the 
application of the Courts, and when 
men seek, through the Courts, to en- 
force contracts which contravene the 
statute, they are forced to bow to the 
majesty of the law, and if men who 
are, particeps criminis, in violation 
of the statute, men who agree to pay 
more than the rate fixed by the stat- 
ute, do nut seek the asylum of the 
Courts—the lawmakers are not to be 
blamed if they donot require the 
Courts to become inquisitors and 
prosecutors instead of vindicators of 
the law. It is an established maxim 
of political economy that no laws can 

ractically reduce the rate of interest 
beidw the ordinary market rate at 
the time when the money is wanted. 
The law is only obeyed in practice 
when the market rate happens to 
agree with the legal rate. t the 

resent rate—as a legislative and ju- 
standard—remain unchanged, 


| and be honest enough to confess the 


truth of the above ‘cited maxig 
well established, as it is in the expe- 
rience of all nations and by the wis- 
dom of the ages. I challenge the 
proof that the much lauded statutes 
of Henry VIII and of Queen Ann 
were anything more than legislative 
standards, though they were laws for 
the whole realm, while ours is but 
for one State, and I challenge proof, 
that the rate of interest conform 
to those standards until the laws of 
demand anc@supply brought them to 
and below them. 

Having then, as concisely as I 
could, stated my own position as to 
usury laws, and being understood, I 
hope not as a free money man in the 
sense of letting capitalists charge 


| what they please and then furnishing 


them the judicial machinery to en- 
force any contract however uncon- 
scionable and unreasonable, I pass 
on to consider next what are the true 
causes of this crying evil, the high 
rate of interest prevailing in our 
State. 

It were well, Mr. Speaker, if we of 
this Aareraie could calmly, dispas- 
sionately, unbiased by local clamor, 
or unreasoning prejudice consider 
this vital question, not as politicians 
trimming our sails for the adventi- 
tious breezes of an ephemeral popu- 
larity, but as statesmen inquiring 
what will best promote the weal of 
the commoawealth. Let us then, 
before we apply the remedy, see 
what are the causes of the disease. 

1. The amount of money in circu- 
lation in the State before the war was 
$10,000,000 currency, $2,000,000 gold 
coin, say between $12,000,000 and 
$15,000,000. The amount, as estima- 
ted from National Bank returnssince 
the war, is $1,850,000. As notes is- 
sued by banks in this State are cur- 
rent in other States, it is probable 
that the notes of other States current 
here about counterbalance’ those 
which have migrated, but with the 
deposits held by all the banks in the 
State estimated to be $3,000,000, there 
cannot, by the most liberal calcula- 
tion, be more than $5,000,000 current 
in this State. Now, as interest, the 
price for the use of money 1s, as i 
submit, governed by that great law 
of circumstances, the rule of demand 
and supply, have we not here, in this 
difference in the value of currency, 
the supply five times less, the de- 
mand as great and even greater, have 
we not one cause ? 

2. Before the war there was a ready 
means for the enforcement of con- 
tracts. Allor nearly all the debtor 
owned was liable to execution. The 
capitalist, knowing that the law 
would aid him as against the delin- 
quent or dishonest debtor incurring 
less hazard, could afford to take less 
interest. There was then a confi- 
dence between collector and debtor, 
which arose from the theory and 
practice of the laws which does not 
now obtain. As a consequence of 
that system of laws, there resulted a 
species of quasi currency, which an- 
swered, in many cases, the purpose 
of money. I mean the free exchange 
of promissory notes from man to man. 
A wished to buy a horse from B, he 
gave in payment the note of C, per- 
haps not yet due, but good at maturi- 
ty, for if C did not square up the 
collection could have been readily 
enforced. I was then a_ mere 
lad, but, Mr. Speaker, I submit to 
these experienced men of business 
who surround me, if what I say is 
not true. 

I speak now of the general effect 
of the change of Jaws, and I defy 
contradiction of my proposition, that 
this change has had its effect, its 
natural and unavoidable effect upon 
the political economy of the State. 
In support of the truth of this 
sition, I quote from Adam Smith’s 
Wealth of Nations, vol. 1, p. 67. He 
is sound authority too, on this point. 
But perchance some one says or 
thinks, that I, forsooth, am a reckless 
youth, that thus dares call a spade a 
spade in this progressive philan- 
thropic age. 

I do not decry the homestead laws, 
nay, am ready to pass as high enco- 
mium on them as their truly benefi- 
cent design doth merit; yet, while I 
would not abrogate or disannul one 
jot or tittle of those laws, I cannot iu 
this inquiry shut my eyes to one of 
the effects produced. Have we 
not here another of the causes of the 
evil? This must be admitted, that 
the homestead system has had a ten- 
dency to increase the rate ef interest, 
at least to the extent it has impaired 
confidence between man and man, 
and to the extent it has revolution- 
ized and made more cumbrous and 
expensive the methods of credit and 
securities. 


38. Our people emerged from the 


terrible conflict in which the hard- 


earnings of many years went down 
not, as had been well, with a deter- 
mination to conform their habits to 
the change, but clinging to their old 
tastes and predilections, and many 
of them imbued with the spirit of 
the epicurean philosophy, “‘eat, drink 
and be merry, for to-morrow we 
die;’”? and what with the extrava- 
gance of some and consequent em- 
barrassment; what with the reck- 
less spirit of speculation of others in 
mad efforts to retrieve their fortunes 
in a year or day, there has arisen an 
abnormal demand and cry for money, 
which, superadded to the scarcity of 
currency and the other causes, has 
produced the results we see. 

4. ssefore the war money and sol- 
vent credits were not taxed. Now 
they are subject in the hands of the 
individual to county, municipal and 
State tax, and in the hands of banks 
to a further government tax, 
and to such an_ extent is this 
true of the banks that the comp- 
troller of the currency says in 
his last report that National Banks 
pay a tax which averages 3} per cent. 
This cause of the evil is too plain for 
argument. In many counties of this 
State, tosay nothing of the residents 
in cities such as Raleigh, Charlotte 
and Wilmington, the tax is two 
cents on the dollar, and the person 
lending at6 per cent. only gets 4 per 
cent. net, and the lender at 8 — 
cent. on ly gets 6 per cent. net. The 
city resident will not get the old rate 
G when he lends at 8. 

5. Finally, I grant one premise to 
the advocates of this bill, and that is, 
that another cause of the evil is the 
greed and rapacity of banks and 
money landers, who take advantage 
of all the aboye recited causes, and 
are not moved with the bowels of 
compassion, but grind, grind, grind, 
und are in mary cases like the horse 
leech, and can not stey their hand or 
say enough. 

Now, Mr, Speaker, having endeav- 
ored to trace the evil to some of its 


true causes, let us examine this 
‘‘balm of Gilead’’ which the gentlc- 
men from Guilford and Davidson 


-gulation of its creator. 
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and others, bring ; these physicians, 
whose very g ments drip with 
myrrh, some of whom claim a mo- 
nopoly of patriotism, an exclusive 

rerogative of statesmanship, who 

ave been so kind as to warn us that 
if we oppose this bill the places which 
now know us shall know us no more 
forever. Is it the sovereign remedy 
for all our woes? Is it that law 
which shall re-build the waste places 
of Carolina, and render beauty for ash- 
es and the oil of joy for the spirit of 
heaviness? Would that it were! If 
80 it would have no warmer advocate 
than I; but letus consider it. Time 
would fail me, and I would not tres- 
pass long on the continued 
courtesy and attention of this House 
in stating and elaborating all the ob- 
jections that can beu , and must, 
perforce, hastily dispose of the few 
points which I will make. 

I. It does not go to the root of the 
evil, is directed simply against the 
lenders of money, proposes no new 
supply, and without forcing the 
owner of capital to disgorge when 


| security is offered, only offers a high 


remium to the most damnable and 

nfamous villainy and dishonesty on 
the part of that borrower who equal- 
ly with the lender transgresses the 
spiritof the enactment. It makes 
grand juries, courts of inquisition to 
pry into the private compacts of the 
most reputable and honorable citi- 
zens who may conclude that they are 
not the wards cf the State and have 
aright to attend totheir own busi- 


ness. 

II. It is theoretically unjust in en- 
deavoring to restrain the owners of 
that species of property called money 
from the benefit and application of 
those laws°’of demand and supply 
which control the value of all other 
species of property; did I say re- 
strain, nay, it makes criminals of 
them if they so use their own as is 
agreed between them and their 
neighbor shall beof mutual benefit. 
I deny the proposition that money is 
& mere creature of legislation, and as 
such, is subject to the control and re- 
Money, as 
the sign of value, antedates leygisla- 
tion. Has its value from the laws of 
trade, of barter and exchange which 
were antecedent to legislative func- 
tions and were dictated by custom 
and necessity. When I say control, 
I use the term advisedly, and mean 
notthe judicial regulation as_ to en- 
forcement of contracts, but the power 
to force a departure from the laws 
of trade which are now, have been and 
ever will be governed by the law of 
demand and supply. Think vou that 
when Abraham weighed the ‘price 
for the possession of a burying place, 
current money of the merchant,”’ 
that there was or had been any legis- 
lative tinkering as to its value, or the 
price of its use. It has been demon- 
strated by the experiment of the 
Romans and other nations that 
when their coin was debased in the 
hope of making money plentiful that 
the end was not accomplished. 

Ifthe main proposition is true, that 
the value of money, as estimated in 
labor or merchandise, is governed b 
supply and demangd,.js not the corol- 
lary equally true that the priee for the 
use of money—the interest—will also 
be governed by the same law, which 
is admitted to control money itself. 
If, as has been demonstrated time 
and again, money cannot be cheap- 
ened in fact by legislative enactment, 
can the intereston money be cheap- 
ened? The value of the use of money, 
varying as it does in different locali- 
ties,according to the peculiar circum- 
stances of each transaction, it is not 
just to endeavor, by severe penalties 
and forfeitures,to force all contractors 
to lie in the same Procrustean bed. 

2nd. The proposed law is a delu- 
sion and will indeed be void in ope- 
ration, because it will beevaded. To 
illustrate: It may be evaded bya 
system of brokerage, as in New York, 
where they havea strict usury law. 
Men do not there borrow directly, 
but mediately, paying usury under 
the name of commissions to the mid- 
dleman. As another illustration: A 
wishes to buy the horse of B worth 
$150; has not the money; gives his 
noteto B for $200, and B sells the 
note to C for $150 by agreement 
among the parties; C ultimately re- 
ceives the $200 from A, and _ in effect 
gets usury, but will not be reached 
under the law. 

Again, this law does not forbid a 
man from selling hisown, and men 
in need of money by sale por ctl 
- at reduced prices will in effect pay 
the usury which is prohibited. 


3. The proposed law will aggravate, 
not mitigate the evil. It must be 
conceded that some men who have 
capital do not desire to become crimi- 
nals, and will not avail themselves of 
the possibilities of evading the law, 
and these men will seek investment 
in other States or else in U.S. bonds, 
as well they may, for they can thus 
avoid the payment of any tax, county, 
State or municipal, and sleep aoe y 
in the enjoyment of such usufruct as 
will make them independent of all 

our legislation. The money thus 
invested by this class will of course 
diminish the volume of currency, and 
in that proportion will facilitate the 
operations of those who will dare 
violate the law. But it is said that 
the tendency of the law will be to 
promote agriculture and manufac- 
tures. Well and good. But I ask 
the sensible man whether it is likely 
that, with the present uncertainty of 
labor, agriculture will be mueh ad- 
vanced, and would further ask 
whether or not the volume of cur- 
rency, being diminished by such in- 
vestments; if made, and pro tanto, 
the price of the use of money will be 
in anywise diminished, and that is 
the evil complained of. 

Now, Mr. Speaker, I have en- 
deavored fairly to discuss this ques- 
tion as to its general operations, and 
I hope I may be pardoned now for 
making a special plea for the section 
I represent. I was born and reared 
upon a tobacco plantation ; I profess 
to know something of the tobacco 
interests. I undertake to stand here 
as a representative of the valley of 
the Dan—the great tobacco belt of 
North Carolina, and in behalf of the 
interests of the people of Forsythe, of 
Stokes, of Caswell, of Granville ; yea, 
of Surry also, as well as for my own 
county, Rockingham, and I ask that 
you hear me for my cause, which is 
the cause of my people. 

Tobacco is the staple production of 
my people. From this product the 
farmer derives the means to pay his 
debts, and furnish to his family the 
necessaries, the comforts, the Juxu- 
ries of life, as the case may be. 
Warehousemen and manufacturers 
are the purchasers of the farmer’s 


tobacco, and as they multiply and 


compete one with the other the 


farmer is benefitted. 


The total amount of revenue or! that you 


1875 


| stamp tax paid by the manufacturers 


of the 5th Congressional district, from 
which I hail, as I am able to show 
by this memorandum furnished 
from the records of Mr. Winstead, the 
Collector, was in round numbers 
$2,300,000 from May 1, 1870, to Sept. 
30, 1874. The average annual reve- 
nue during that time was in round 
numbers one half million dollars, the 
average monthly $43,367.78. The 
ere part of this tax was paid b 
ockingham, Stokes and Caswell. 
Now, as most of you are uware, the 
manufacturer can not ship his tobac- 
co to market until it is ata:oped, and 
as many of these manufacturers in 
my country are not men of large cap- 
ital, they secure loans at 
rates of interest much above the rates 
proposed, or else have their drafts on 
the consignee discounted at high 
rates, and thus without much capital 
carry on a large trade, and are 
eager and valuable competitors in 
the open market for the leaf tobacco 
of the farmer. Whatis true of the 
manufacturer is strikingly true as _ to 
the warehouse whocan af- 
ford to pay high rates fora few days, 
and who Keep alive and promote the 
tobacco trade. I trust, Mr. Speaker, 
that my colleague may more in de- 
tail explain the interests of this trade. 
I am constrained to say, as the repre- 
sentative of the people, that if this 
law goes into immediate effect, 
granting for argument sake that the 
advocates of it are correct in their 
ition that this law wiil apply to 
ational Banks, then it will at once 
cramp, if not ruin the tobacco trade 
of my section, and will tend tv re- 
duce the price of leaf tobacco at once, 
and I appeal to the members from 
Stokes, Forsythe, Person, Caswell 
and to ponder well the 
paths of their feet, and say by their 
votes whether Iam not right. Let 
the inembers from the turpentine dis- 
tricts speak for their own section, 
the members from the cotton grow- 
ing region speak for theirs, and let 
me be pardoned, if I, looking to the 
true interests of my people, now ap- 
peal tothe members from the East 
and West to look well before they 
leap. But there is reason why this 
law will prove disastrous, not only to 
particular sections, but to the State 
at large. You men who love the 
people so well, who love the home- 
stead law so well, who cry aloud for 
vengeance on that class of men who 


have the misfortune to have a little 


surplus money, who avow that the 
money lenders are rapacious, cruel 
and unrelenting, who, for want of 
better argument, insinuate that the 
opponents of this bill are acting in 
the interests of capitalists alone, I 
call you to witness this day whether 
or not the homesteads of North Caro- 
Ifnaare notin the hands of these 
very capitalists by reason of the 
mortgages thereon, and I ask you to 
consider whether if you positions be 
correct these capitalists have it not 
in their power to place the home- 
steads of North Carolina under the 
hammer. Is it not so? I makea 
solemn appeal and make it in behalf 
of the debt-burdened people of my 
struggling poverty-ridden State. 

I know the law claims not to apply 
to pre-existing contracts, made in ac- 
cordance with law, but would it be 
strange if the men whom you villify 
and traduce, hearing your wild Agra- 
rian cry, which having asked the coat, 
demands now the cloak also—seeing, 
that by your hostile legislation, they 
are to be classed with criminals, be- 
cause they make avail of fortuitous 
circumstances as other men are al- 
lowed to do, would it be strange, I 
say, if these men should draw in their 
funds and send them either toa more 
auspicious clime or if not, use those 
funds in the absolute purchase of 
property, brought into market at 
ruinous rates as the result of your be- 
neficent enactment. 


One other point and IT shall have 
done. I ask, Mr. Speaker, the su 
porters of this measure to say wheth- 
er they are not blindly led on by 
its champions. There is_ this 
point, which has not been hitherto 
adverted to by any one. I holdin my 
hand the latest actof Congress on the 
subject of finance, a bill approved 
Japuary 14th, 1875. Leaving to some 
one else to elaborate its provisions, 
because I have notthetime Isimp- 
ly call the attention of these saviours 
of the people and of this whole House 
to the fact that this act removes the 
restrictions heretofore imposed as_ to 
the volume of currency allowed to the 
States, facilitates the expansion of 
the currency of banks now establish- 
ed and invites the establishment of 
new banks. It isa remedial act, an 
enabling act—is aconcession towards 
the relief of Southern States, whose 
cause was so eloquently and so ably 
presented by Senator Merrimon ia tie 
financial debates of Congress. Shall 
we in the face of this act, in the plen- 
itude of our wisdom before we can 
see what beneficial effect, if any, it 
may have upon our State, recklessly 
enact a law, which to say the least, 
discourages the establishment of new 
banks, if its advocates are right in 
their views ; and which will dash 
from the parched lips of our languish- 
ing State this cup of cold water per- 
mat if not a health-restoring cor- 

al. 

Let us at least pause at this finan- 
cial Rubicon, Mr. Speaker, nor reck- 
lessly take the last step, which can- 
not be retraced. Atlow me, sir, to 
appeal to these men of the West who 
have supported this measure, men 
from that arcadia of the South—that 
fairest land the sun shines on; the 
men who, with their lovely homes in 
the quiet cove of the mountains, 
with their flocks and herds upon a 
thousand hills, cannot be much af- 
fected either by the passage or rejec- 
tion of this bill. Let me, I say, ap- 

al to them not to hurl this ava- 
anche down to spread havoc, dismay 
and ruin on the commercial centres 
of their State. Ye men from the 
mountains, ye men from the sea, I 
call you to witness thatin my votes I 
have not been influened by petty 
local prejudice, have endeavored to 
rise to the dignity of true and gener- 
ous statesmanship, and to actin con- 
cert with you to benefit your people 
aiid build up the whole State. I ad- 
jure you, by the love you bear your 
native State, by the interest you 
should feel in all that dwell within 
her borders, for the people of my sec- 
tion, for the people all, whose cham- 
pion, whose fearless adyocate I am, 
pause at the brink and iook with me 
into the dark abyss towards which 
we tend. 

Vote down this law, and safely and 
perenrger'e tell your people who de- 
mand sdch a law that when you 
calmly considered the effect it would 

roduce that you better served them 
n defeating than enacting it. Tell 
them that you dared to do 
urst not dow 
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| will sustain you, I tell you they will. 
I lay down the proposition, Mr. 
Speaker, that there are bounds be- 
yond which legislation can not safely 
and justly go, and that when legisla- 
tion exceeds its proper bounds it pro- 
duces evil and evilonly. The Baron 
Montesquieu wisely says, after calm 
investigation into the effect and 
spirit of the laws of all nations that 
*‘lawsexcessively good are productive 
of excessive evil.’ Such is this law 
and such will be its effects. 

In conclusion, Mr. 
am op 
verily believe that it will create a 
monopoly in favorof National Banks, 
force all the surplus money into 
their vaults and unjustly restrict 
our own banks and private individ- 
uals rom making that profit which 
they need and should have. But 
granting that I am mistaken in this, 
then it will paralyze the manufac- 
turing and commercial interests 
of the State and through them 
the farming interests, and though I 
may be mistaken, though I may be 
an erring son, Iam _ proudly confi- 
dent that the people of my native 
State will do me the justice to 
accord to mea patriotic and honest 
because fearless devotion to her best 
interests. But, Mr. Speaker, if the 
friends of this bill, turning a deaf ear 
to all the solemn appeals, to all the 
notes of warning which have been 
and will be sounded aloud for their 
consideration, if they will pass this 
law, then in good faith I beseach 
them to adopt my amendment, and 
thus give the country time, give the 
poor mortgage creditors time to 
pare for the storm and panic which 
will surely come. As for myself, 
Mr. Speaker, having examined the 
question from the time of Moses, 
Nehemiah and Aristotle down to the 
time of John Stuart Mill, conscious 
of the rectitude of my intentions, 
conscious of a patriotic devotion to 
the best interest of North Carolina— 
not looking to my own future selfish 
promotion upon any possible tide of 
popular favor—viewing the question 
not asthe politician whose poisonous 
laurels I envy not and from my heart 
despise ; but with such degree of true 
statesmanship as my conscience and 
judgment have dictated, I console 
myself with that noble sentiment of 
the Cardinal Wolsey whose contrary 
practice had taught him its wisdoms 
‘*Let all the ends thou aimest at be 
thy country’s, thy God's and truth’s, 
then if thou fallest, O Cromwell, 
thou fallest a blessed martyr.”

Tar Washington correspondent of 
the New York Times says that Sen- 
ator Merrimon said that Brown 
ought to apologize to Butler out of 
regard to his own party, which is 
injured by hisconduct. Impossible 
that our Senator could have advised 
any such humiliation. A concession 
to him would have given him an- 
other fiendish triumph, and the 
party would have lost still more by 
the degradation. Butler was not 
hurt, and the party will hardly suf- 
fer by the hot haste of a justly in- 
censed man. 


Ir 18 interesting and satisfactory 
to see one after the other of the 
slanders against Southern States 
and communities refuted. Arkan- 
sas is one of the States included by 
Sheridan as among those overrun by 
the White League. The Governor 
of Arkansas had a thorough investi- 
gation into the matter and Grand 
Juries were charged to make pre- 
sentments when there was founda- 
tion. The Grand Jury of Little 
Rock have made a report, and find 
no fofindation for the charges. 
There was not a single case of the 
alleged charges of intimidation or 
murder. The report and Grant’s 
last message ought to be printed in 
parrallel columns. He may not de- 
sire the truth, but the Northern 
mind begins to find it palatable, for 
peace and harmony are beginning 
to be as desirable to them as to us. 


Tue Congressional Radical caucus 
which was held in Washington on 
Friday night brings some cheer in 
its result inasmuch as the objects 
aimed at only developed disagree- 
ment among the faithfui. The bu- 
siness of the caucus was to prepare 
a bill sufficiently stringent in its 
application to Southern affairs, and 
it did devise one authorizing the 
President to suppress the writ of 
habeas corpus in certain cases, ad- 
ditionlly increases the _ election 
machinery as applicable to the 
Southern States, and visits with | 
severe penalties all violations of its 
provisions. But the discussior de- 
veloped some satisfactory results, 
for it appears that one-half of those 
present would not be bound by the 
action of the caucus. 

If the gentlemen do as they de- 
clare they will when the vote comes 
to the House, then the President 
will have received a check which 
will bring him to a calmer contem- 
plation of his future, and a convic- 
tion of the fact that there is a force 
that can control him. Congress 


has been as mad and as wild as the 
President, but it in its turn has 
been brought up in its career by 
an aroused, alarmed and indignant 
public opinion. 


FRIENDLY COUNSEL. 

Our neighbor of the Petersburg 
Index and Appeal, who regards 
North Carolina with an interest only 
second to that he entertains for his 
own Virginia, has been watching 
the Convention movement with so- 
licitude. He comes to the conclu- 
sion that it is now too late fur the 
experiment to be made; “that the 
mere summons of such a Conven- 
tion would strengthen the pretense 
of Grant and the uitra Radicals that 
revolution was afoot in the South, 

There is no such apprehension 
here, and what opposition there is 
to the call of a Convention, is on 
entirely different grounds, connect- 
ed with questions of internal policy 
and party integrity. We do not 
imagine that the quiet exercise of a 
constitutional right can give occa- 
sion for interference in our affairs. 
We do not apprehend that we are 
giving offense to the President by 
the use of an amply recognized 
power to better our condition, even 
supposing that the President had 
that uncontrolled exercise of author- 
ity which the caution of the Inder 
and Appeal would seem to imply. 
If we must shape our course by our 
fears, if we must adapt it to the an- 
ticipated pleasures of an autocrat, 
then we are slaves indeed. The 
President, if he is de‘ermined on 
absolute power, need not await the 


action of North Carolina to furnish | 
the pretext. 


PETER FRANCISCO, 

In our local columns of yesterday 
appeared a resolution introduced 
into the Virginia Legislature in- 
quiring into the expediency of erec- 
ting a marble slab over the remains 
of this revolutionary hero. 

‘The impression might be created 
that he had been neglected by his 
own descendants, or that the'State 
of Virginia was doing tardy justice. 
We are informed that years ago the 
Legislature of Virginia voted an 
appropriation for the same purpose. 
The resolution was afterwards re- 
considered, it being proposed to 
erect a monument jointly commer- 
ative of the deads of several of the 
patriotic sons of Virginia. 

The descendants of Peter I’ran- 
cisco, who had designed the perfor- 
mance of this duty, were persuaded 
to give way to perhaps the more 
appropriate and incumbeit tribute 
from the State. And soit has never 
been done. 


Tue Editor of the Landmark 
(Statesville) has been on a visit to 
Raleigh, and was an intelligent ob- 
server upon the discussions of last 
week on the usury bill. We quote 
his remarks to some extent. He 
gives prominence to the position 
taken by Mr. Platt D. Walker, and 
justly, for few gentlemen in the 
House display so thorough a knowl- 
edge of law or so ready an applica- 
tion of authorities : 


“The passage of the usury {bill in 
the Senate and its probable adoption 
by the House, places the monetary in- 
terests of the State in such a precari- 
ous condition as to preclude any ac- 
tion looking to an increase of taxa- 
tion. The usury bill, which has 
passed the Senate and is now under 
consideration in the House, provides 
that where a greater rate of interest 
than GorS8 per eent. is charged the 
contract shail be void, and that for- 
feiture of double the amount of the 
money loaned shall be recovered by 
any person who may bring suit for 


the same. In addition, a pen- 
alty is attached, making’ every 
violation of the law a misde- 


meanor, which subjects the offender 
to a fine of not less than $100, and 
not more than $1,000. This bill has 
attracted the attention of the whole 
country, and intelligent business men 
in every section of the State predict 
wide-spread distress and bankruptcy, 
in the event of its final adoption. 

The friends of the bill are pressing 
it to a final vote—evidently appre- 
hending the demoralizing effects of 
the public opinion that is now be- 
ing directed against the measure. 
One strong objection urged against 
the bill is that it does not’ ap- 
ply to National Banks, and that 
the effect will be to give the Na- 
ticnal Banksa monopoly in the specu- 
Jation of money. This objection 
we heard diseussed by the talented 
and accomplished young member 
from Richmond, Mr. Platt D. Wal- 
ker, and his masterly haudling of 
the authorities from which his argu- 
ment was deduced elicited general 
comment, and was not answered in 
the reply by Mr. Pinnix, who is con- 
sidered one of the ablest lawyers in 
the House. There is at least a grave 
doubt as to the application of the 
law to National Bauks. To test the 
sincerity of the advocates of this bill, 
Mr. Means offered an amendment 
providing that unless the previsions 
of the blllapplied to National Banks 
it should not apply to State Banks 
and individuals or  corpora- 
tions. This test was not accepted 
by the friends of the bill, but was the 
signal for the desperate battle that 
isnow being foughtin the House. 
The discussion on Thursday Was 
spirited, and at times quite acrimon- 
jious—only interrupted by questions 
of “personal privilege.’?’ A Conser- 
vative element manifested itself 
among the non-professional mem- 
bers during the debate on Thursday 
which may effect a compromise by 
increasing the rate of interest to 12 
per cent—the forfeitures anc penal- 
ties of the bill remaining undistur- 
bed. From the temper of the House 
we are satisfied that a more liberal 
policy will not be entertained—if in- 
deed that will. 


THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

The Senate has entered upon the 
consideration of this question, which 
has been approached with grave 
consideration and after every op- 
portunity had been given for an ex- 
pression of opinion by the creditors 
of the State and by the tax payers. 
From the latter there has been but 
one voice, and that was a wish to 
preserve the honor of the State by 
any means compatible with its re- 
sources. And from the former, if 
the result of the conference held in 
this city during the recess is au- 
thoritative in its powers, there was 
a spirit of concession and consider- 
ation which lightens the work of 
adjustment immensely. With debtor 
and creditor agreed to agree, a ter- 
mination may at length be reached 
of that unpleasant and injurious 
uncertainty which has existed so 
many years, but which must be ter- 
minated at some time or another— 
the sooner, so much the less disas- 
trously. 

In the Legislative report of Mon- 
day the different items of indebted- 
ness were specified. We republish 
them that they may be referred to 
again in the progress of the discus- 
sion upon them. The terms of get- 
tlement are such as the State ought 
to be able to bear, and such as the | 
creditors with a full knowledge of.

SENATE. 


FIFTY-SIXTH DAY. 


FEBRUARY 16th, 1875. 


Senate met at 11 o’clock, President 
Armfield in the chair. 
Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 
PETITIONS. 


Mr. Cantwell, a memorial from Dr. 
J. E. Wynants, of Wilmington, pro- 
posing to establish a branch Insane 
Asylum at the Marine Hospital build- 
ing in that city, for the acoommoda- 
tion of such insane as cannot be 
taken in the State Asylum, to be 
subject to the same control and same 
charge per patient as the State Asy- 
lum. Referred. 

Mr. Boddie, a petition from cit:zens 
of Nash county, making it a misde- 
meanor to have an unlawful fence. 
Referred. 

Mr. Bell, a petition in reference to 
the Turnpike at North river and 
Adam’s Creek. Referred. 

BILLS. 


Mr. Standford, a bill to amend 
Battle’s Revisal. Referred. 

Mr. Jernigan, a bill to amend Bat- 
tle’s Revisal, Referred. 

Mr. Mills, a bill to authorize the 
Commissioners of Burke to sell lots 
in town, and a bill to preserve the 
records of that county. Referred. 

Mr. French, a bill to incorporate 
the Ash Pole Education Company.

Mr. Busbee, a bill to amend the 
North Carolina Home _ Insurance 
Company.

RESOLUTIONS. 


Mr. Waring, a resolution to pay P. 
H. Winston, Jr., the sum of 350 for 
acting as Clerk for the Committee to 
investigate the Underdonk matter, 
and to pay Wm. M. Shipp $30, who 
was summoned before the Com mittee. 
Adopted. 


RULES SUSPENDED. 


Mr. Young called up House bill, 
paying the contractors of the Ma- 
rion and Asheville Turnpike Road 
the sum of $8,644.22. 

The question was discussed at some 
length as to the constitutionality of 
the act under which this work was 
done. 

The bill passed its third reading by 
a vote of 20 to 12. 

Mr. Mills called up bill to preserve 
the records of Burke county. Passed 
its third reading. 

Mr. Cooke called up bill to amend 
the charter of the city of Newbern. 

Tucker, col., opposed the bill. 
Enough legislation of. this character 
had been done already, enough harm 
had been done by it, and he hoped 
the “gentlemanly portion of the 
Legislature’? would vote this bill 
down. He offered an amendment 
that the first and second wards shall 
have only one Alderman each. Lost. 

Mr. Bell explained the necessity of 
this bill. The tax-paying and the 
honest citizens of that town asked 
relief from the oppression that cor- 
rupt officials had forced upon them. 


The last act of the retiring Board of 


Commissioners in 1874, was to order 
the burning of the vouchers in the 
possession of that body in order to 
prevent investigation. 

Tucker, col., moved an amendment 
that the bill shall not become a law 
until it shall receive a majority of all 
the qualified voters of the town of 
Newbern. Lost. 

Mr. Cantwell opposed the bill at 
some length. 


COHARA OR ''BRAGG’’ COUNTY. 


The bill to constitute the county of 
Cohara out of a portion of the coun- 
ties of Johnston, Wayne and Samp- 
son, came up as special order. 

Mr. Busbee’s motion to change the 
name to ‘‘Bragg’’ was considered and 
adopted. 

r. Waddell presented a number 
of petitions from citizens of Johnston 
county, both for and against the for- 
mation of thecounty. He offered an 
amendment to the effect that the cit- 
izens of Johnston, living in that por- 
tion proposed to be cut off, shall vote 
separately as to whether or not that 
portion shall be comprised in the new 
county. 

Mr. Waring opposed the establish- 
mentof any more counties on general 
principles. 

Mr. Bell o the amendment 
of Mr. Waddell, as should that sec- 
tion refuse to be apportioned to the 
new county and the county still re- 


tain its charter it would not be geo- } 


graphicallyapportioned. He favored 
the bill. 

Mr. Standford warmly advocated 
of the county, as a 
matter of justice to a poor people, who 
Were new subjected tothe great in- 
convenience of going 30 and 40 miles 
toattend Court. It was not a politi- 
cal question, as both parties in the 
proposed territory favored it. 

_Mr. Morehead said where new 
counties were formed with less than 
2,000 voters it endangered representa- 
tion from other portions of the State, 
and he should vote against all peti- 
tions of this character. 

Mr. Kerr advocated the new coun- 
ty, but regretted it had not been 
named ‘King,’’ in honor of a man 
who was born within its limits and 
who had reflected credit in the coun- 
cils of the nation upon the State of 
his birth. 

Mr. Williamson opposed the estab- 
lishment of any new counties. 

The amendment of Mr. Waddell 


as adopted. 

The bill failed to passits second 
reading by a decided vote, the roll 
not being called. 

Adjourned.

He 
referred to the late act of Congress 
protecting the National Banks from 
State legislation, &c., and asked if 
this was not a significant fact that 
any legislative enactment by this 
General Assembly could not possibly 
affect their operations, and if they 
could not proceed as heretofore in 
utter defiance of any laws that we 
could make. 

Mr. Dortch followed in favor of the 
bill and in opposition to the amend- 
ment offered. His remarks were in 
reply to the legal arguments deduced 
by the opposition, Messrs. McRae 
and Mebane, as also, to other objec- 
tions offered. He spoke at consider- 
able length on the merits of the bill, 
but we regret that our space is not 
sufficient to-day, to report the able, 
concise and well conceived argument 
in detail. 

Messrs. McRae and Walker fol- 
lowed Mr. Dortch in favor of the 
amendment and in opposition to the 
bill, but as we took full notes of the 
argument and propose to publish in 
detail to-morrow and next day, we 
will not elaborate in this report. 
Sutiice it to say they met successfully 
every point argued by the able array 
of talent against it. 

Mr. Oaksmith took the floor at 13 
o’clock against the bill, but before 
the conclusion of his argument yield- 
ed to a motion toadjourn at 2 o’clock. 

On motion, a night session was 
ealled for to-night to cortinue the 
discussion, after which the House 
adjourned.
